which was held the compensation for town offi- 
cers is said to have been fixed. We have infor- 
mation that two of the five Justices were ab- 
sent, end we regret that we do not know their 
names; and that Collector Cleary and Assessor 
Phillips were called in to act for them. The 
Board in session consisted, in that.case, of Su- 
pervisor O’Brien, Assessor Phillips, Collector 
Oleary, Town Clerk Schaeffer, and three Justi- 
cec,—in aliseven persons. This Board fixed upon 
the following 


. The entire Jabor of the Collector was within 

three months; that of the Assessor did not oo- 
cupy so long; the duties of the Supervisor 
would be amply compensated with $20 ; and the 
Town Clerk had to attend fifteen meetings. In 
addition, the Collector had the public money on 
deposit during his service, and probably re- 
ceived for its use at least $2,000. 

It will be seen that the Collector, Assessor, 
Supervisor, and Town Clerk were s majority of 
the Board who voted these salaries. In the case 
of the Town Clerk, we are informed that the 
vote stood $ for the allowance and 8 against it, 
and that on the next vote he voted and carried 
the motion to pay himself $100 a day for attend- 
ing the meetings of the Board, though the said 
Clerk was incompetent to discharge the daties of 
his office and had to employ a substitate. 

We presume that the three Justices voted 
against these enormous allowances, and we are 
informed that Justice Boyden denounced them 
truthfully'as a robbery. The law contemplates 
that the salary of the Collector shall not exceed 
@1,500, and that of the Asscesor shall be $5 a 
da; when actually engaged. The legal compen- 
sation of the Town Clerk should not exceed $30. 
Th. fair and liberal compensation for these 


Yet these four men voted themselves $23,500. 
In 4 few days the North Town Board and the 


West Town Board will meet and vote the sala- 
ries for their officers, if they have not already 
done so, and, as the officers of these towns are 
equallyas meritorious as those of the South 
Town, they will unquestionably be voted com- 
pensation on the same scale. 

These Town Boards, and the Supervisors, 
Assessors, Collectors, and Town Clerks, are 
nothing but legalized bodies of public plunder- 
ers. They are wholly unnecessary as part of 
the governmental nery ; they have no du- 
ties to perform that not be much better 
performed if there were no such officers. They 
are an incubus, a fraud, an organized body of 
men licensed to rob the public. : 

Now, there is a remedy, and that remedy is 
available. All these town officers who have 
voted themselves this public money are candi- 
dates for re-election. They are opposed by oth- 
er candidates, whe seek the offices for the pur- 
pose of repeating the robbery on the same, or 
even a larger, scale. There will bé in each town 
several tickets, all made up of the same tribe of 
tax-eating scallawags. The remedy isfor the 
decent people of each town to select some citi- 
zens of respectability and elect them to these 
offices. There are no duties to be performed ;

The gist 
of the creed-business is this: A minister ought 
to be responsible only to God and his own con- 
science for what he preaches. He is, however, 
responsible to the congregation that has caiied 
him, and to various ecclemastical gatherings be- 
sides. His acceptance of a call implies an 
obligation t) conform strictly to the 
religions ideas of the particular church, and 
bis entering a denomination implies a tacit 
bargain that he will preach only what the major- 
ity of that denomination's highest court con- 
siders true docttine. No man can know, when 
he enters or leaves a theological seminary, what 
his views will be in a scoreof years. He can, 
of course, by keeping an Index Expurgatorius 
of all books which in any way contradict his 
creed, keep himself piously ignorant, and so 
insure his having the same views at 45 that he 
had at 25. To be sure, bere are twenty years 
with no result of progress ; but what is the loss 
of a fragment of time compared to that eternity 
of happiness which swaite those who devoutly 
stop learning anything new after their boyhood ? 

If a minister should, on the contrary, gather 
a congregation around him in virtue of the 
truth he teaches, instead of the form of words 
he was baptized in, his responsibility is limited 
toite proper sphere. God and his own con- 
science are his only judges. The crowds whith 
listened to Prof. Swing in MecVicker’s Theatre 
did not care whether the speaker believed in the 
*“* Sabellian doctrine of a modal Trinity” or not, 
or whether he was guilty of that frightful 
soteriological heresy, “the morai-inflaence 
theory of the Atonement,” or not, or whether 
he was of this sect, or that, or t’other. 
They did not even shudder when Prof. 
Patton launched at him the awful charge 
that he did not preach enough sbout 
hell. His is the true position of s minis- 
ter who wishes to do as Christ did,—reach the 
publicans and sinners, He must preach the 
spirit that giveth life, not the letter that killeth. 
He must be free to speak the truth that isin 
him. He must speak it from « platform rather 
than from apulpit. If Prof. Swing takes the step 
proposed he will reach thousands of people who 
never go inside a church. Ohicago needs 
mo-e independent ministers preaching in the 
heart of the city. 


ENGLISH TRADES-UNION CONGRESS. 

On the 12th of January last, the Parliament 
of the laboreré, mechanics, and tradesmen of 
England met at Sheffield, and continued in ses- 
sion eight days. The men there gathered did 
not, however, call their assembly a Parliament ; 
they called it a Congres, considering that des- 
ignation, doubtless, more democratic. In it 
were represented 112 societies, and, if we can 
rely upon the published reports of the meeting, 
1,046,000 members of various trades-unions. 
This is a formidable army; bat the number is 
probably much too large,—purposly exagger- 
ated. to impose on the public, and com- 
mand «a cousideration which does not 
entirely belong to it. This is all ‘the 
more probable, as in the Congress held at 
Manchester in June, 1868, the number repre- 
sented did not probably exceed 500,000. The 
highest estimate made of it is only 860,000. The 
6peaker claimed that this year the number rep- 
resented was 1,650,000. It is difficult to discover 
what the real figure is. Some cool-headed 
writers, commenting on the proceedings, say 
that the Congress did not represent over 800,000. 
It appears, however, that one Society alone—the 
“Factory Acts Reform Association,” which sent 
delegates to Sheffield—numbers 236,000 members, 
recruited from Lancashire, Derbyshire, and 
Cheshire ; and another—the “Glasgow United 
Trades Council "—140,000. 

The Congress seemed to desire to impress the 


relations of capital and labor, between which 
they would not admit there could be anything 
but antagonism. They avowed that it was their 
object to make capital subservient to labor ; 
and to institute a war—nota bloody one, howev- 


drew no salaries, and consequently had no 
interests in common with the laborers and arti- 
sans, demanding that the courté over which they 
presided should not have cognizance of breach- 
ea of contract between masters and employes ; 
that euch cases should come before, and be de- 
cided only by, salaried Judges. They had some- 
thing to say also about commerce and the trade 
in real estate. In fact, they resemble in some 
respect a legislative body, and claimed, through 
their President, Mr. Rolley, that their Oongress 
did not yield in fmportance to the House of 
Lords or to the House of Commons. 

The English trades-unions as at present or- 
ganized have no bond of union but this Con- 
gress. A Mr. Howell read « paper advocating 
the creation of » universal trades-union. It was 
proposed that the trades-unions of Great 


Britain should join that part of the International . 


which eschews political agitation. Mr, Owens 
proposed federation with the trades-unions or 
similar organizations of other countries—a propo- 
sition which was adopted unanimously. A rep- 
resentative of the gentler sex, Mrs. Butler, ad. 
dressed the Congress on the claims of women, 
and demonstrated the propriety of abolishing 
male aristocracy, ae well as al) other kinds of 
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cago of a movement without a parallel in this 
country, ahd with but onein England. Society 
knows that ignorance is the great or-we of 
misery and crime. It knows that all the ap- 
pliances of education might almost as well not 
exist, as far as workingmen and women are con- 
cerned. They cannot go toechool. They can- 
not go to the courses of lectures given each wib- 
ter, for they cannot afford to pay 25 or 50 cents 
for an hour or two of amusement or instruc- 
tion, mor have they any desire to 
learn «€6©anything «in the evenings that 
follow long hours of hard work. Society 
knows, too, that the vast majority of people 
of all ranks of life will not use their Sundays in 
going to church. This may be a sorrowful fact. 
It is nevertheless a fact. Society knows that 
Sunday is the day on which saloons and other 
places of vile resort reap their richest harvests. 
It knows that one great reason of this is that 
the people bave nowhere else to go. Knowing 
all this, it has yet neglected to provide the plain 
and easy remedy. The people want xnowledge. 
They cannot pay much for it. Their only 
leisure time is Sunday. If no pleasant means 
of instruction and amusement are pro- 
vided for them on that day, they will 
spend it in idleness, or worse, Zrgo, instruction 
and amusement, both of the highest possible 
kind, should be furnished on Sunday at prices 
which would put them within the reach of every 
one. Acting on this plain fact, the Chicago Sun- 
day-Afternoon Lecture Society has gone to work. 
Its members have spent. their time aud money 
treely. Mechanics and merchants have united 
in the task. It has hired a hall on the West Bide, 
in a thickly-settiled region which is comparatively 
destitute of churches. It has remembered that 
skilled mechanics are earning now only half of 
what they were a year ago, and it has therefore 
sold twenty-five tickets, each good for any leo- 
ture, for $1. It thus gives an afternoon's en- 
terteinment, a combined concert and lecture, 
for 4¢ents! Ite members, whose yearly tickets 
cost but $1, pay only 2 cents for each Sunday's 
enjoyment. TheSociety is not especially de- 
signed for the working classes. It is for every- 
body. It will provide the best possible lectures 
and the ‘best possible music at the least possible 
cost. Ite London prototype has been liberally 
sustained. It hopes for as liberal « support 
here. Only 500 members are needed to insure 
its success. If it obtains a larger number it will 
give lectures in half-a-dozen different halls, and 
so put knowledge, with ite inevitabie results of 
eomfort and immunity from crime, within the 


The beginning of life, the starting point of 
vitality from organic matter, is an unsolved 
problem in science. The views of the ancient 
philosophers were vague and chimerical. They 
imagined that life arose from the mud of the 
Nile, from the dews“on planta, from decay- 
ing meat, or from a primeval egg, and the various 
changes in many organic beings, now known to 
us as the metamorphoses through which they 
pass, they looked upon as an origination of life. 
Later, men wearied with these speculations, and, 
possessed of a more complete knowledge of facts, 
rested upon the axiom omne vioum ex ovo. But 
with further advances into the regions of Nature 
the origin of the egg itself was questioned, and, 
with the unfolding of the Evolution philosophy 
by Mr. Darwin and Mr. Spencer, they were at 
once placed under the implication of teaching 
that life was the result of the inter-action of 
natural forces, under certain conditions and at 
suitable times, without the imiervention of a 
creative act ; or, in other words, that they were 
advocates of the theory of spontaneous gener- 
ation. 

With regard to Mr. Darwin, his opponents 
professed too much. Mr, Darwin deais, not 
with the origin, but with the modification, of 
organic beings. [In his “ Origin af Species” he 
speaks of life with its several powers as breathed 
by the Creator into a few forms or one. Mr. 
Spencer has explicitly denied that heis a believer 
in spontaneous generation in the present state 
of the earth’s history, but, as he is not content 
with the theory of a creative act, he locks upon 
the origin of life as occurring at a time when the 
heat of the earth’s surface was falling through 
those ranges of temperature at which the 
higher organic compounds were more unsta- 
ble than now. This instability of organic com- 
pounds is at the root of the whole matter. They 
are easily decomposed, and exhibit a molecular 
mobility which is very feeble. The nitrogenous 
compounds which forms large part of living 
tissues are peculiarly unstable, and their meta- 
morphoses take place under very slight changes 
of conditions. Prof. Huxley maintains essen- 
tially the same position as Mr. Spencer. Sir 
Wilham Thomson, dodging the direct question, 
suggests that originally life may have been in- 


are at least suggestive of the spread of the Evo- 
lution hypothesis and the gradual weaning of 
men from the anthropomorphic idea of creation.

The diverse conditions of témperature, and 
of the present growth of living matter on the 
earth; the great abundance of dead organic 
matter, lacking in bat now fur- 
nishing an easy starting point for life-evolution ; 
the admission that carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, 
and nitrogen, all lifeless bodies, when brought 
together under certain conditions give rise to 
protoplasm, this protoplasm exhibitmg the 
phenomena of life; the division of solid sub- 
stances under two forms of aggregation, crys- 
talloid and colloid, the latter possessing energia 
and looked upon as the primary source of the 
force appearing in the phenomena of vitality ; 
the multiplication of effects which are at work 
upon the simplest forms of life, and must inev- 
itably modify them, so that it were absurd to 
suppose that such structureless organisms as 
amoeba should have existed unchanged through 
limitiess past time; these and other reasons 
seem sufficient, in the view of Dr. Bastian, to 
prove, and, indeed, to necessitate, the fact of 
the origin of living beings no less to-day than at 
any previous time in the earth's history. 
Experimentation on this difficult question has 
as yet been desultory, and the facts are not suf- 
ficient at present to do more than indicate the 
result. Dr. Bastian is, perhaps, the most san- 
guine of the many investigators ; but, aside from

The General Qourt defined 
these questions by a lew which required that no 
man should tipple longer than half an hour, or 
drink more than half a pint abatime. A tip- 
phng-house was to be prosecuted in case a man 
was seen drank in it ; and this led to another law 
to prevent drunken men from being hidden from 
sight in tippling-houses. It should be remem- 
bered that this wine was good; it was pure and 
uneduiterated. The wine in those days was 
drank from pewter pots of various sizes. In 
those days, too, the use of wine at the sacra- 
mental table wes liberal to the point of being 
shocking to the notions of the present day. The 
church records show that the usual supply in 
the administration of the sacrament was a half 
pint to each Communicant! The writer con- 
cludes that the annua] consumption of wine in 
those days averaged more than two barrels to 
each family in the Colony.
